President Decides Today to Decline 


Request for Joint !nvestiga= 


tion of Maine Disaster. 


Washington, Feb. 19-The request of 


ttte Spanish authorities for permission to 
join the United .States in making the 
investigation as to the cause of the Maine 
disaster will be declined by this govern, 
ment. This was decided after a long con- 
sultation between Secretary Long, As- 
sistant 
Secretary Day and President 


MoKinley this morning. 


Mr. Long read the telegram from Con- 


sul General Lee transmitting the request 
of the Spanish officials to allow Spanish 
divers to accompany those of this gov- 
ernment. The matter was discussed at 
length, and it was decided that while this 
government is willing to afford 
the 


Spanish authorities all reasonable facili- 
ties for conducting an investigation, yet it 
is thought best that the first inquiry 
should be made by our own commission- 
ers. 


Tfie request of the Spanish authorities 


will therefore be respectfully declined,and 
the work of investigation will be pushed 
rapidly by the government. 


Increasing Const Defense*. 


Boston, Feb. 19.—In .compliance with 


telegraphic orders received last evening 
at Fort Warren, a detail of one corporal 
and 13 men went to Mortar Battery at 
Winthrop this morning fully equipped 
with 100 rounds of ammunition each. No 
quarters are there and they will sleep in 
teats. 


Fifteen hundred rounds for the battery 


are expected and the mortar will be put 
into position for instant use. Rush orders 
are also received at the fort to sand a 
squad of men to Fort Winthrop in 
the harbor to get several guns ready for 
shipment to Mobile, Ala. They will go 
all the way by rail owing to the urgency 
of the calL Carriages have already gone 
from New York. 


San Francisco, Feb. 19.—The Call says 


it is definitely known that the depart- 
ment at Washington has wired General 
Shafler to use the utmost vigilance in 
guarding the guna here. In consequence! 
the guards at Fort Point, Lime Point and 
at Mortar and Dynamite batteries have 
been doubled. The regular force of pa- 
trol guards has been largely increased. 


Washington, Feb. 19.-,0fficials of the 


war department are annoyed at tne circu- 
lation of rumors that seem to connect 
the present activity on the sea coasts 
with the Maine disaster. The two have 
no connection they say. The increases 
have been going oa some time and only 
mark a step in the developments of the 
system of coast defense planned some 
time ago, 


HAVANA NEWS- 


Caring for Survivors. News- 


paper Divers Refused- 


, Feb. 19.—Havana still mourns 


with the American people. 
Since the 


funeral ceremonies the city has removed 
the outward sign of grief, but the work 
of succoring the living and caring: for 
the dead whose bodies are recovered 
proceeds tenderly and unremittingly. 
Every care is shown the survivors. Cap- 
tain General Blanco and the officials 
continue to co-operate with 
Captain 


Sigsbee and Consul General Lee. 
The 


messages received from Spain and the 
United States, showing that the action 
of the Harana authorities is appreciat- 
ed, give satisfaction to the officers, who 
are making1 further efforts to ameliorate 
the condition of the survivors. 


There is sincere regret that circum- 


stances make it impossible to meet the 
wishes of friends who desire that the 
remains of their loved ones shall be 
sent home for burial; but in cases where 
the officers of the Maine deem it prac- 
ticable the necessary facilities will be 
afforded. 
The feeling of the community 


is that social functions would be out of 
place at a time of such mourning, and 
these will be suspended for the present. 


Statements from Madrid and Wash- 


ington to the affact that many people 
in the United States believe the explo- 
sion was accidental coincide with the 
opinion held by the Spanish officials; and 
the excitement which followed the dis- 
aster has subsided into quiet waiting1. 


A revolting incident of the day has 


been the presence of vultures wheeling 
in the air above the wreck. 


On the night of the disaster Captain 


Sigsbeo requested Admiral Manterola 
to station boats around the wreck so as 
to prevent anyone from approaching it 
without official leave. As a result only 
those with special permits are allowed to 
got near the wreck. Captain Sigsbee 
himself, goinf? in the early morning after 
the explosion to the scene of disaster, 
was warned off, not being recognized, 
and wa° obliged to return and get a for- 
mal permit from the naval authorities. 


Admiral Manterola refuges to allow* 


the divers sent here by American news- 
papers to make an investigation near the 
wreck, at least until Captain Sigsbee 
shall have finished his official investiga- 
tion. 
Lieutenant Commander Waln- 


•vvrlght, Lieutenant Notman and Chirf 
Engineer Howell went with divers Fri- 
day to search for the bodies of Lieuten- 
ant Jenkins and Assistant Engineer 
Merritt, but the guards would not allow 
them to make the search, and they re- 
turnee' to the consulate and lodged a 
formal complaint with Consul General 
Lee. However, the agreement reached 
between Captain Sigsbee and General 
Blanco was that the American com- 
iriander is tojje allowed to u«e an» cliv- 


ers, even" the" divers sent here by The 
American newspapers, in his official in- 
vestigation. Captain Sigsbee and the 
commander of the Fern, accompanied 
by General Lee, visited the.captain gen- 
eral and had a conference, at which it 
was decided that the American press 
divers should not be allowed to go inside 
the wreck, though any diver appointed 
by Captain Sigsbee is to have full liberty 
of mov -ment. 


CANARDS" RUN DOWN. 


Secretary Long Makes a Sweeping Denial 


of a Multitude of Keports. 


Washington, Feb. 19.—Officials of the 


navy department are weary of denying 
the silly or malicious canards that are 
finding- circulation every hour. Friday 
forenoon They pronounced as without 
foundation in fact the statement that 
Secretary Long had advised the skippers 
of all merchant vessels to remain in 
home ports during the present state of 
affairs. It is possible that a telegram 
sent from the department to the naval 
tug Leyden to keep in port instead of 
going outside to look after a filibuster- 
ing expedition was the base for the story. 
The message was sent at the instance 
of the weather hureau, which sent notice 
of a northeaster off the coast that would 
be dangerous for a craft so small as the 
Leyden. After a tiresome ordeal in 
categorical questioning the secretary 
sought relief in a sweeping denial of the 
concoctions as follows: 


"Really no Information has been re- 


ceived since Captain Sigsbee's first dis- 
patch adding to our knowlege of the 
disaster. All we know is that the Maine 
blew up. 
There is abundant room for 


speculation of all sorts, but no conclu- 
sion can be arrived at until an examina- 
tion has been made by the divers and 
more facts obtained. 
It is a simple 


fact to say that such a thing might 
happen by design, or it might happen 
by accident. 
Therefore, my impressic-u 


has been all along, and I rather think the 
general opinion preponderates in the 
same direction, that it must have been 
accidental. 


"You may say absolutely that there 


has beeii no secret cabinet meeting; 
that nothing has taken place in cab- 
inet that .the public have not been in- 
formed about; that the whole policy of 
this department has been to give pub- 
lic all the dispatches; that the depart- 
ment has no more knowledge on the 
subject of the disaster or even the cir- 
cumstances attending it than have the 
Futilic, and that the report which was to 
the effect that Captain Sigsbee had 
warned the department that the Maine 
was in danger from submarine mines 
or torpedoes is utterly without founda- 
tion, no such report ever having been re- 
ceived from him or from anybody else." 
The secretary also denied briefly and 
comprehensively wild rumors that he 
had requested the chief of police of 
New York to guard the Vizcaya, and 
that he had selected Constructor Bowles 
to go to Havana aryi raise the Maine. 


Status of Naval Affairs. 


Portsmouth, N. H., Feb. 19.—Rear Ad- 


miral C. C. Carpenter, retired, has given 
his views in relation to the present 
status of naval affairs. 
The admiral 


believes that the United States navy 
should be designed for defense, not for 
offence, and should not be sent abroad, 
to fight. "In the event of war our 
fleet should at once be concentrated 
upon our own coasts, leaving only a few 
unimportant ships on foreign stations. 
These three points of concentration, in 
my estimation, should be Hampton roads 
and Long Island sound on the Atlantic 
' and San Francisco bay on the Pacific. 


Of course, this first line of defense should 
be supplemented by a complete system 
of coast defenses; such a system has 
been designed and is now in progress of 
construction. 
The navy as a weapon 


strictly of defense will be large,enough 
•when the ships already building are 
completed, but one or two more battle- 
ships are needed on the Pacific coast, 
and the torpedo boat flotilla should be 
largely increased." 


The Submarine Torpedo. 


Lowell, Mass., Feb. 19.—Charles Cow- 


ley, a lawyer of this city, who saw naval 
service in the civil war as a judge ad- 
vocate in the Atlantic blockading siuad- 
ron, in an interview concerning the 
Maine, quotes an experience of his in 
being on a vessel which was torpedoed. 
He was with Admiral Dalgren on the 
Harvest Moon, March 1, 1SC5, when she 
was blown up by a torpedo in Wyman 
bay, S. C. 
At that time the steamer 


sank within three minutes after the 
torpedo struck it. Mr. Cowley says that 
the chances are ten to one that sub- 
marine divers will ascertain with reason- 
able certainty whether -the Maine was 
blown up by a submarine torpedo or 
by her own explosives. 
Lookouts at 


the bow, though useful for some pur- 
poses, could never see a sub-marine tor- 
pedo approaching, and the destruction 
of the ship would be too quick for ob- 
servation. 


Summary of Results. 


Washington, Feb. 19.—The navy de- 


partment has compiled the following 
summary showlns the total reeults of 
the Maine disaster from all available 
official information up to the close of the 
department last night: Total 
officers 


and men on board, 355—officers, 26, and 
men, 329; officers lost, 2; men lost, 246; 
total men injured, 57; doubtful (men), 7. 


lie seven men appearing aa doubtful 


probably represent that number or less 
whoEe lives have been saved, but who 
cannot be identified at present on ac- 
count of errors in the transmission of 
telegrams. The 57 appearing as Injured 
are Included !n the 76 appearing as 
saved. Two men reported as having died 
In hospitals are Included In the total of 
246 ajppearjng abov^e as having been lost.

WAR IN THE SENATE. 


In Discussing Maine Disaster Sen- 


ator Mason Attacks the Navy 


and Sharply Answered. 


"Washington, Feb. 19.—An appropria- 


tion of $200,000 was made by the senate 
yesterday, at the suggestion of Secre- 
tary Long, for work on the Maine and 
the recovery, transportation and burial 
of the bodies of the victims of the horror. 
As if to foretend a discussion such 
as was precipitated later in the senate 
and to preclude favorable action on 
the proposition for a congressional in- 
vestigation, the secretary conveyed the 
assurance that the sinking of the Maine 
would be made the subject of immediate 
and exhaustive inquiry, and congress 
would be fully advised of the result of 
such investigation. 
The promise may 


Influence the- vote for an independent in- 
quiry, but it failed to avert a flood of 
oratory on Spain and Cuba. 


The resolution offered by Mr. Allen, 


directing the committee on .naval af- 
fairs to make an immediate investiga- 
tion of. the disaster to the Maine, was 
then laid before the senate. It precipi- 
tated a most spirited debate on the Cu- 
ban question. 


Mr. Chandler thought that If "immedi- 


ate" was stricken out and the matter left 
within the discretion of the committee 
there would be no objection to the reso- 
lution. 


Mr. Mason proposed an amendment 


striking out all after "resolved" and in- 
serting the following: "By the senate 
and house of representatives concurring-, 
that a joint committee of five, consist- 
ing- of three members of the house of 
representatives and twojn embers of the 
senate be appointed to investigate the 
disaster to the battleship." 


Mr. Hale expressed the hope that Mr. 


Mason would not press his substitute. 


Mr. Mason followed if; a speech re- 


plete with sensational .utterances. He 
had no disposition to inflame a situation 
already so exciting, but h$, felt that his 
substitute was fully justified by the 
feelings and desires of the people. He 
understood that the navy department 
was making an investigation of the 
disaster, but a congressional Investiga- 
tion was demanded, by the people. The 
people were fast coming tp the con- 
clusion that matters concerning this 
Cuban affair, including the De Lome 
letter incident and the loss ot the Maine, 
of which,they ought to know, were being 
concealed from them. Mr. Mason did 
not desire to reflect upon the motives or 
honor of anybody, but he suggested that 
the officials of the navy department in 
making their investigation would nat- 
urally endeavor to cover up any blame 
that might attach to them. 
"The 


trouble with us is," declared Mason, with 
great vehemence, "that we have adopted 
the Spanish policy of putting every- 
thing off until tomorrow. Let this dis- 
aster be thoroughly investigated by con- 
gress, and then we sha.ll know that it 
will be done right." The country, he 
continued, was tired of the secret con- 
siderations of such questions. He was 
not willing to strike out "immediate" 
from the resolution. Everyone was in- 
terested in knowing who blew up the 
Maine, and all wanted that information. 
Why delay? "We were told three years 
ago to wait. In the 
meantime the 


ppanish diplomats had sat at our tables 
and partaken of our hospitality, while 
we were still waiting and had continued 
to wait until the series of calamities had 
been crowned by the Maine catastrophe 
with Its loss of 250 precious American 
lives." 


Mr. Hale interrupted Mr. Mason to say 


that there was no disposition to post- 
pone inquiry. The whole subject matter 
was even now undergoing invpetjgp tion, 
and In view of the promptness which 
had been exercised, there was no reason 
for impugning the motives of the of- 
ficials of the department. He thought 
the senate could reasonably wait a few 
days until the results of the investiga- 
tion could be given to the public. Ho 
hoped the senate would see the pro- 
priety of not making this an occasion 
for inflammatory speeches, and that all 
would take the view that in the presence 
of a calamity which had appalled the 
whole world, today was not the proper 
time for an appeaVto passion and preju- 
dice. 


Replying, Mr. Mason said there was 


no calamity so great as a failure on the 
part of those in power to appreciate the 
real situation when it was so serious as 
it now was; and no sorrow so profound 
as that over-indifference to this situa- 
tion. He had a letter from Julian 
Hawthorne read to show, as he claimed, 
that murder was the policy of the Span- 
ish government in Cuba. Autonomy he 
denounced as a sham, a fraud and a de- 
lusion, and the De Lome letter »nly 
served to emphasize the 
treacherous 


character of the Spaniard. He declared 
that he would not be willing to serve on 
the proposed committee, as he -would 
not want to sit at the table-wlth a Span- 
iard who miffht have a stiletto under his 
clothes unless he himself was ironclad. 
The record of the Spanish nation, con- 
tinued Mr. Mason, who appeared to be 
laboring under considerable excite- 
ment, was one of continuous treachery, 
and we had experienced that treachery 
in our history for the past 100 yeara. 
We were told that the naval board 
might be able to reach Havana by next 
Monday—tomorrow, always tomorrow. 
In the meantime who knew but that 
more dynamite would be put in and the 
evidences of the catastrophe averted. 
In conclusion he appealed for a prompt 
inquiry, and said he thought the senate 
should vote $200,000,000 Is necessary to 
save Its honor and dignity. 


Mr. Wolcott spoke next. It was evi- 


dent that he was laboring under con- 
siderable feeling. He had listened to 
Mr. Mason with ill-concealed feelings of 
emotion. Mr. Wolcott spoke with great 
rapidity and occupied only a few min- 
utes of the senate's time, refusing to be 
Interrupted and speaking very sharply 
when Mr. Mason sought to divert him. 
He said that Mr. Mason's resolution, 
however Inopportune, might well have 
|>een permitted tojpaes.without cornmen,t 


terance which Mr. Mason had given to 
the effect that the people of these United 
States had lost confidence In one of the 
great departments of the government. 


Mr. Mason interrupted to say that he 


made no such statement. 


Mr. Wolcott had Mr. Mason's remark 


read from the reporter's notes, and then 
said that the senate would bear him out 
that he did not mipriuotp the senator 
from Illinois. Resuming, he said: "I 
desire to resent as utterly unfounded 
the suggestion that there is a patriotic 
citizen in this land who has not the full- 
est and most glorious confidence in every 
department of this government, and in 
the department of the navy particularly. 
The people of the United States have 
never yet been called upon to distrust 
one of the co-ordinate branches of this 
government, and never will. Least of 
all is it decent that in this chamber there 
should be insinuations cast at this criti- 
cal time that there is a lack in the minds 
of the people of the United States, of 
confidence in our navy. Today as al- 
ways, the officers of our navy are hon- 
orable, courageous, upright men and, 
a bove all, they tell the truth. It may be 
.that the public career of the captain of 
the ill-fated battleship is ended forever, 
but the -disaster that overtook his ship 
will count for nothing by comparison 
with the degrading insinuation made 
here that an officer of our country, with 
the oath and with the flag above him, 
would lie and cast responsibility where 
it did not belong. There is one thing 
this country can never stand, and that 
is to listen and without resentment to 
an insinuation that the officers of our 
navy are not men of honor and integrity 
and of truth. The officers appointed to 
investigate will do their duty. I do not 
know -what slums the senator from Il- 
linois may have dragged to find the ex- 
pression of an opinion that there is lack 
of confluence in the personnel of our 
navy, but I know he cannot find an hon- 
orable or a decent or a patriotic citizen 
who will endorse the utterances which 
the senator has made. We should re- 
strain any expression of opinion or belief 
as to the means by which this awful dis- 
aster was brought about until in a 
proper ahd formal way an investigation 
may be had, which we all know will be 
conducted with the utmost uprightness 
and integrity. If ever there was a. time 
we should lend our help to every de- 
partment of the government it should be 
today. War may come. I think the day 
may not be far distant, and when it 
comes we will fight it alone. When that 
day comes our course must be eternally 
grounded in the right, and until it comes 
there is nothing so belittles this people 
as these unjust and outrageous attacks 
upon a friendly government. When war 
tomes it must come so that the people 
of the world can respect our conduct ana 
our position, and above all it must come 
under circumstances which make us 
yjii^Y^ot ourselves:." 


Kir." 'Bacon introduced me renewing

It was referred to the 


tommittee on naval affairs. 


To Prevent Calamities. 


Washington, 
Feb. 
19.—Lieutenant 


Commander Wainwright, the executive 
officer of the Maine, as his last impor- 
tant work prior to his detail to the 
Maine, prepared a memorandum for the 
secretary of the navy, setting: forth the 
precautions taken by other governments 
to protect their men-of-war against just 
such calamities. This memorandum sug- 
gested the appointment of a board of 
officers to Investigate the subject and 
made recommendations for the use of 
the bureau of construction in design- 
ing future cruisers and battleships. 


Mr. Wainwright's memorandum shows 


that England protects the magazines 
of her ships from heat by linings of as- 
bestos, air spaces between the walls, 
which are packed with silliciate of cot- 
ton and other non-combustible and non- 
conducting substances, and by venti- 
lating fans and ammonia. 
France uses 


refrigerating machines, 'double floors and 
walls and asbestos lining. 
The French 


experts not only declare that it IszfiflfE 
experts declare that it is not only neces- 
sary to discharge cold air into the mag- 
azines, but to have the chambers be- 
tween their walls and floors so arranged 
that it can pass over and around them. 


Serious fires occurred some time ago, 


as Is well known, on the New York and 
the Cincinnati from spontaneous com- 
bustion of coal, and two weeks a^o a 
board appointed to investigate this new 
danger to our warships ma'de a report 
recommending a radical reconstruction 
o£ the ouniters of the ships of our navy. 
The board contends that all bituminous 
and soft coals are subject to this danger, 
especially when "fat." «In former years, 
in old fashioned ships before there were 
so much machinery and so many com- 
partments, spontaneous combustion was 
unknown, but in modern war vessels 
all the conditions are changed and a 
sufficiently high external temperature 
will cause spontaneous ignition at any 
time.

All sorts of breezes, more or less fit- 


fnl, ruffle the surface of art, bnt tbe 
current is once more setting with in- 
creasing steadiness and strength toward 
the point where art becomes the hand- 
maid that ministers to the practical 
needs of men. Painters and sculptors 
are working with the. architects not 
only in beautifying buildings, but in 
giving an artistic perfection to the fur- 
nishings and utensils.

avenues of activity which the move- 
ment opens up to the artist.

It brings 
the masses in touch with art and in the 
way most likely to influence them—by 
daily contact.

the things of everyday life. That is the 
goal to which the movement'in favor of 
the "applied arts" is directed, and un- 
deniably none could be nobler.

doubt it is a long way off, but that is 
110 reason for despairing of the possibil- 
ity of reaching it. 
Nor is the material 


character of American life a bar to it. 
The Athenians of Pericles' time, the 
Italians of the renaissance and the 
Netherlander were material enough and 
fully as bent on matters merely mercen- 
ary, and yet they surrounded themselves 
with the evidences, in small things as 
•well ad big, of taste and refinement. 


There is no incompatibility between' 


materialism and art, especially when at 
the back of both is a strong pride in 
citizenship. A large share of the credit 
for what has already been accomplished 
is due to the architects. On them de- 
volves the execution of the biggest evi- 
dences of improved taste, and they have 
is in their power to combine with their 
own work that of the painters and 
sculptors.—Harper's Weekly.

Of the six passengers who alighted 


from the stage ooaoh at the Acorn inn, 
in Blissfield, one April evening was a 
man with a wooden leg. That sort of a 
I 


misfortune is not rare, and yet the vio- i 
tim, especially in a country town, al- 
ways attracts considerable attention. 
The stranger registered as John Gordan 
of Chicago, and ivhen he gave out that 
he might remain in Blissfield for sev- ! 
eral weeks everybody wondered what j 
business could have brought him there. 


"The man with the wooden leg," as 


he came to be generally spoken of, had 
been in town about a week, when one 
of the leading merchants was robbed of 
about §1,000 in cash. He had the mon- 
ey in an old fashioned safe, 
which 


opened with a key, and the safe had 
been unlocked. Entrance to the store 
had been effected by way of the fanlight 
over the front doors. 
No suspicious 


characters had been seen about the town, 
and as the merchant and his son were 
the only ones having keys to the safe 
the affair was a puzzle. The local con- 
stable did a great deal of talking, hut 
struck no clew, and in his desperation 
he asked Gordan to assist him, believ- 
ing, no doubt, that a government officer 
of any sort ought to be more or less 
posted in detective work. Gordan seemed 
to think the matter over for awhile and 
then replied: 


"The case is as plain as the nose on 


your face. The merchant's son took the 
moneyy and after this thing quiets down 
he will go off to St. Louis to have a 
good time. I'd stake my life he's got 
every dollar of the missing cash secure- 
ly hidden away somewhere." 


The constable couldn't believe it of 


the young man, having known him from 
childhood, but he was bound bv a prom- ! 
ise not to mention the matter, and after 
several theories had been worked out 
, 


and exploded the matter was allowed 
f 


to drop, or, rather, it was relegated for | 
another sensation. 
Seven or eight days 


after the store robbery the postofflce j 
was entered. That, too, had an old fash- 
ioned safe, but it held something like 
§2,000. Of this sum about $500 belong- 
ed to the postmaster, the balance to the 
citizens. 


The lock on the back door was bored 


off with a brace and bit taken from a 
carpenter's shop, and this safe was also 
opened by mentis of a false key. The ex- 
citement in that small town was in- 
tense, and men tumbled over each other 
to advance theories and suggestions. 
The robbery did ' not take place until 
after 10 o'clock at night. The postmas- 
ter and his assistant could prove them- 
selves clear. The general idea was that 
the burglars had driven into the village 
from a point perhaps 20 miles away, 
and this was strengthened by the tale 
of a farmer as to having seen a buggy 
with two men in it pass his house twice 
that night. He saw nothing of the sort, 
but told the story from a desire to "mix 
in" and furnish a clew. 


The sheriff rode all over the county 


in search of his men, but the days pass- 
ed and no one was arrested. No one had 
advanced the theory that the robber was 
living among us, and if any one had he 
would have been laughed at for his 
words. Gordan, the government agent, 
was the only stranger in town, and who 
could suspect him? He had little to say 
about either job, but when pressed for 
an opinion on the postofflce affair he re- 
plied: 


"Gentlemen, my line is not detective 


work, though I have seen a good deal of 
it and know something about criminals. 
•"Whoever did that job come from a dis- 
tance. 
There was likely two of them. 


They may have come 50 miles for all 
we know, but you can bet they were old 
hands and slick ones." 


It was decided that tho robbery had 


been committed by strangers, and after 
a search lasting three or four days the 
officers gave it up. It was a big loss to 
the postmaster and several citizens, but 
they had to bear it the best way they 
could. The postmaster was an old man 
and had little of this world's goods, and 
Gordan offered to be one of the ten to 
chip in $50 and make good his loss. 
The other nine did not come forward, 
but everybody in town said it was more 
than kind of the man with a wooden 
leg, and a dozen or more of the most 
prominent men shook hands with him 
over it. Ten or 12 days passed, and then 
camo a terrible tragedy. 


The richest man in Blissfield was 


Squire Higgius. He owned the woolen 
mills, a store and several houses and 
had money to lend. He was a widower, 
but lived with his son and daughter-in- 
law. His room was on the ground floor, 
while all the others slept up stairs. He 
had no safe, but kept his money in a 
tin box on a shelf in a closet. He bad a 
bank accoont or«r at Medina, ton miles 
awny, but often had $1,000 dol' rs or 
more in tho house. Ono evening 'Alien 
the others were ready to go 1o lu 1 1m 
announced that he had some in i,, 
< 
i • 


attend to and was seated at hi:i dok iu 
tho sitting room when tho others re- 
tired. About midnight the daughter-in- 
law heard a fall and a groan down 
Itajrs, and when her husband 


flown to investigate the squire was 
found dead on the floor, having been 
stabbed no less than five times ia the 
body. 


House and grounds were searched, 


but the murderer had escaped, and he 
had also taken with him the cash box, 
which contained about $700. The mur- 
der hzut taken place in the bedroom. 
Having finished his work, the squire 
bad retired to bed and had perhaps 
fallen asleep. Some noise made by the 
murderer as he hunted for the cash bos 
had aroused him, and he had sprung out 
of bed and grappled with the unknown. 
Any one of the stabs would have dis- 
abled him, but it appeared that the 
midnight intruder had held on to him 
and used the knife again and again, as 
if he thirsted for blood. When I heard 
men" speak of this nest day, the ctuel 
eyes and thin lips of the man with the 
wooden leg was the nest thought. Boy 
that I was, he seemed to he a man who | 
would do just that thing, and I found 
myself wondering if he was not the 
guilty party in all three instances. 


Gordan seemed to take a lively inter- 


est in the murder, which he promptly 
declared to be the work of strangers 
again. When something was said about 
getting a detective, he opposed the proj- 
ect on various grounds, in which he 
was backed by the local officers. 
No 


outside help would have been called in, 
and the uiurcler.tr might have gone his 
way but for the arrival of another 
stranger. 
Ho was, as it happened, a 


first class detective, who was jnst then 
employed in tracing a missing man. 
The crime was a day old when he reach- 
ed Blissfield. He heard all the particu- 
lars from the loungers at the inn and 
then volunteered to look the ground 
over. 


This was u courtesy on his part which 


the sheriif couid not refuse, and afterj 
supper he was taken to the house. 
I 


did not sea much of his work, but it 
was talked about for long months after- 
ward. 
The murderer had got in by a 


parlor window, which was six feet from 
the ground. He had used a chisaj to 
force up the sash. He had lighted tnreo 
or four matches in making his way into 
the sirring room. He had gone out by the 
same window, crossed a newly made 
garden and climbed a fence. 
He had 


used a regular dagger instead of a kiiife 
in his work. He had secured the box be- 
fore the old man was aroused and had 
also taken a small sum of money from 
the trousers hanging on the chair. 


The tracks in the garden were still 


fresh when the detective took hold of 
the work, and in three minutes he had 
made up bis mind to something. He had 
little to say to any of the men, explain- 
ing that he bad not yet completed his 
investigations, but as he left the house 
to return to the inn, while I followed at 
a respectful distance, he turned down a 
quiet lane, beckoned me to follow, and 


when we were alone he lighted his pipe 
and asked: 


"Boy, do yon know any man in town 


who is lame in the left leg?" 


Ijlid not. Then he asked if any stran- 


ger who was laine had been seeu ii. 
town daring tho last two or three days. 
I answered in the negative, but added 
thnt there was a man with a wooden 
leg at the inn. He at once began to 
question me about this man, not yot 
having seen him himself, and i told 
him all I knew and all I had heard. Oi 
course he told me nothing in return, 
though I heard him chuckling to him- 
self, and his face betrayed the fact thi.t 
he was pleswed about something. I acted 
as his guide to the jail, and \vheniu tho 
presence of the sheriff he said: 


"I want you to go with me to over- 


haul the man with the wooden leg at 
the tavern." 


"But he can't have done it," protest- 


ed the officer. "The tracks you found 
showed that the murderer had two feet.'' 


"Just so, and he was lame in the left 


leg." 


"But this inan Gordan has lost his 


left leg at tho knee." 


"I want to see if he has." 
Tho sheriff, detective and constable, 


with two or three citizens, proceeded to 
the iun and to Gcrdan's room lie sat 
smoking and reading aud had bis supper 
brought up to him that night, chiiming 
to be suffering with neuralgia. He was 
cool and quiet aud offered cigars all 
around, but those who wore watching 
him saw him grow pale as tho sheriff 
began by bogging his pardon and hoped 
no offense would be taken, but would 
he let them look at his wooden leg? 


Gordnn faltered and bluffed aud v.-aa 


reaching for a pistol under his pillow 
when the detective seized him. He 
fought like a demon and it took tho five 
or sis men to overcom? him. When 
they had him securely bound, they un- 
strapped his wooden leg, and, lo, hib 
left ioot was there as right as any 
man's. His leg was a supple one, and 
he had bent the lower portion back and 
stmpped it thus and then put his kuee 
iu the crotch of the wooden leg. Of all 
those who had taken a look at his leg 
not one had suspected the cheat. 


Yes, he was the man who had robbed 


the merchant aud the postmaster, and 
he "was also tho murderer of Squire 
Higgins. The plunder and the dagger 
were found in his trunk, which he had 
teady packed, as he was intending t;1 


leavo town next day. He simply lai 
his wooden leg aside when he went ou> 
at nifjht. The wearing of it gave him a 
sort ai halt when it was removed, and 
as he crossed the garden after the mur 
der the left foot pressed the ground 
more lightly than the right. On the evi 
dence worked up by the detective in a 
couple of hours' time Gordan was tried, 
convicted and hung, and every dollar of 
the stolen money wont back to the right- 
ful owners.

He has had a foretaste of the persecution 
that awaits him. Colonel Picquart, who 
was the first to oiposeJfistetiiazy, has been 
arrested and shdt up at Mont Valerien. It 
is rumored that M. Mathieu -Dreyfus is to 
be prosecuted, and, if possible, to be bled 
with a demand for damages fixed at £20,- 
000. 
But the most conspicuous figure of 


this group of brave men struggling for the 
justice of an open trial is the great writer 
who leads their forlorn hope. If the gov- 
ernment give him an open trial, he may 
yet succeed in putting its methods to 
shame. It is more probable that it will 
bring his old age to ignominy'and ruin.— 
London News.

In an exciting time sueh as the present 


people are given to "aeein' things." There 
seems to be little groundwork in fact for 
the story of the floating bomb published 
yesterday, in fact information as to the 
cause of the wrecking of the Maine is still 
meager and unsatisfactory. 
Excitable 


persons, some of whom have had experi- 
ence in the navy, have advanced startling 
theories coupling Spanish officials with a 
conspiracy to blow up the fine cruiser. A 
few men in public life have indiscreetly 
given publicity to suspicions that are not 
supported by a color of truth. In this 
potpourri of suspicions and theories not a 
ray of light as to the actual cause of tha 
lamentable disaster hr-3 yet penetrated. 


Capt. Sigsbee declines to express any 


opinion on the cause of the explosion. 
He will reserve his opinion until the 
divers can go down to the Balkan hulk to 
make observation and report. The navy 
department acting upon the captain's 
Suggestion has declined to give out any 
statement explaining the cause of the 
wreck and others in position to speak 
conservatively and intelligently are re- 
taining a becoming silence. 


Naval experts, however, are 
quite 


agreed that in case the hulk bears evi- 
dence of having been forced inward the 
presumption will be strong that the 
boat was blown up by a floating tor- 
pedo fired by design. If on the other 
hand the force of the explosion spent 
itself outward the presumption will be 
strong that the explosion took place in 
a magazine of the boat. Neitner pre- 
sumption will establish the real cans6 


of the catastrophe. 


Not until a complete and exhaustive 


official investigation shall have been 
made will it be possible to know in what 
manner the cruiser was destroyed. The 
public may expect to be deceived by the 
•nterprising Cuban junta which will exert 
itself to prejudice public sentiment by 
sending out sensational and misleading 
btflletins in the clothing of truth. 


Reports of all kinds, some based on fact 


arid others on fiction, will come to the 
papers. The public, however, will not be 


, deceived as to the truth if reliance is 
placed solely on the outgivings • of the 
navy department.

SOME DIFFERENCES OF OPINION. 


Judge Day's Call on the Spanish Minister. 


De Lome's Future Prospects—Belief That 
the President Will Move Soon Restrains 
Congress From Aggressive Action. 


WASHINGTON. Feb. 19.—[Special.]—For 


liearlya fortnight all the professional and 
amateur diplomats in town have been dis- 
cussing the Dupuy de Lome incident. 
That gentleman has taken himself away, 
but the discussion stirred up by De Lome is 
still here and bids fair to stay a long time. 
Great difference of opinion has arisen as 
to the propriety of the action of Assistant 
Secretary of State Day in calling at the 
Spanish legation to inquire of Dupuy de 
Lome whether or not that gentleman had 
written the letter which kicked up such a 
big fuss Some contend that Mr. Day was 
himself guilty of an indiscretion, of a 
breach of etiquette, almost as serious as 
that committed by Senor de Lome. In 
support of this view they point out the 
fact that under international law a lega- 
tion is really a part of the territory of fine 
nation which it represents, and that there- 
fore Judge Day had no business invading 
Spanish territory to catechize the minister 
aa to his conduct. 


AD Extreme View. 


But this is an extreme—we may almost 


say a hysterical—view of the situation. 
Granted that the Spanish legation here is, 
in a certain sense, Spanish territory It ia 
well known that a foreign minister is se- 
cure from arrest or process, and if Dupuy 
de Lome had choson to shut himself up in 
his legation and deny himself to callers 
neither Judge Day nor any one else could 
get at him without invading Spanish ter- 
ritory. But the all important fact is that 
the assistant secretary of state did not 
have to "invade." He broke down no 
doors and used no force. 
He simply sent 


his card to Dupuy de Lome, and was 
shown in. Their interview was marked 
by great courtesy on both sides. Tba 
Spaniard admitted having written the 
offensive letter. Judge Day said be was 
sorry to hear it. Dupuy de Lome said he 
was also sorry. 
Then Judge Day said: 


"Of course, you understand that this 


puts an end to the usefulness of your ca- 
reer in Washington." 


"I understand that very well," replied 


the minister; "in fact, I sent my resigna- 
tion to my government last night." 


All efforts to mnke the call of Judge 


Day upon the Spanish minister assume tha 
form of a gross violation of etiquette and 
right are farfetched and foolish. It was a 
novel thing for a secretary of state to call 
on a minister at the latter's residence, 
though it is not unprecedented. The rule 
is that when a minister of foreign affairs 
wishes to see a minister the latter is sent 
for. That was done in this case, but Senor 
de Lome did not respond. Then, the pres- 
ident being anxious to know definitely 
and finally whether the minister bad writ- 
ten tha letter, asked Judge Day to ascer- 
tain by the short, direct, fair and sensible 
way of calling at the Spanish legation and 
asking the minister himself. 


De Lome's Future Career. 


There is a good deal of curiosity here as 


to Dnpuy de Lome's subsequent career. 
Before leaving Washington the minister 
freely expressed among his friends the be- 
lief that he was going to become an im- 
portant man in the politics of Spain. He 
hna even dreamed of succeeding Senor 
Gullon nsmimsterof, foreign affairs should 
rV> Pnirasta cabinet be overthrown nnd

CANADA'S NEW GOLDF'IELDS. 


The Vast Region That Is About to Be Open- 


ed In Horthern British Columbia. 


Lying beiAvoen the Yukon basin and 


Caribou isn vast, untrodden region, which 
offers tempting reward for thorough ex- 
ploration. The territory is a continuation 
of that grout gold bearing belt of which 
California, Cojorado, Nevada, Kootenai, 
Caribou and the Yukon are sections. The 
riches of Caribou were long ago unlocked 
to tbo world, and soon prospectors will 
have overrun every pait of the fumousYu- 
ton, but the wild mountain fastnesses of 
this unexplored territory have so far re- 
sisted tho white man's entrance, and tbo 
great area stretching between latitudes 54 
degree? and 58 degrees and extending from 
tbo Kooky Mountains on the east to 128 de- 
grees west longitude, remains a terra in- 
cognita That streams tributary to the Yu- 
kon, Peace river and the Liard, known to 
be rich in1 placer gold, and rivers flowing 
through Caribou and Cassiar, noted for 
their gold beds many yeaafe ago, all take 
their rise on tho outskirts of this vast ter- 
ritory, would indicate the presence of min- 
eral wealth in the unknown field. 


This supposition is supported by more 


than mere probability. Since 1885 Indians 
and half breeds have vaguely talked of 
gold "up in tho interior" and taciturn 
Chinamen in ragged clothes have come 
down to tho coast with bngs containing 
largo and small quantities of the precious 
metal. As the industrious celestial has 
been washing gold in old placer beds for 
years, earning a pittance which the white 
man would not consider worth bis labor, 
t,he appearance of thesa uncommunicative, 
mysterious fellows at Pacific ports excited 
little interest until Klondike discoveries 
aroused every one. 
Then prospectors be- 


gan to suspect tho existence of new gold- 
liekls south of the Yukon and last summer 
miners ventured along the margin of the 
unknown region. 


Two men who had been washing gold 


along streams of this outlying district 


i brought out '§48,000 worth of the yellow 


I dust. During Che summer ono prospector 


I found a nugget worth §70, and in October 
1 a large nugget worth SSOO was sent frora 


i tho southern part of tho territory. \Vlth 
, the past fe\v weeks tho discovery of esten- 


[ swo bodies of fine milling goldquaxtz was 
' reported to tho British Columbia minister 


of mines by prospectors who left last sum- 
mer to explore the couthcrn outskirts. 
Winter had pro-rented more thorough ex- 
ploration, bun tho veins were said to be of 
extraordinary width and were osposed for 
miles across tho country. Samples of 
quartz, rich in gold, accompanied tho re- 
port, but so wild and inaccessible is the 
region that thcso deposits cannot be worked 


j until the Teslin Lake-Telegraph Creek rail- 


way or the Cassiar Central has been built. 


i 
The unopened territory is variously des- 


' ignated by tho nainos of its different sec- 


tions, as tho Omiucca, the Peace river, the 
Licrd country. Eoughly speaking, it is 
bounded on tho east by the Kooky moun- 
tains, on the west by tho Yukon and the 
Pacific slopo and on the south by Caribou. 
The nearest point on the Canadian Pacific 
railroad is almost 000 miles from its south- 
ern limits, but the Omineca can bo reached 
by way of tho coast, going up tho Skrena 
river and following a fairly clear trail for 
150 miles. 


Discovery of gold in Omineca caused a 


great rush northward from Caribou and 
the coast in 1S70, but without modern hy- 
draulic appliances tho gravel wns difficult 
to work. When rich diggings wcro found 
in Cassiar, tho crowds stampeded to tho 
newer field. During the eight years that 
followed at least $1,000,000 in gold was 
taken from Oirinec.t by miners satisfied 
with moderate returns. The general im- 
pression Uuit the diggings on tho southern 
outskirts were shallow discouraged explo- 
ration until last fall, and then, when the 
discoveries wero announced, the season 
had advanced too far for prospecting. 


For hundreds of inilcs north of Omineca 


is a vast expanse absolutely unknown to 
the whito man. It lies between Poaco riv- 
er nnd tho Yulcon. A party under Lord 
Avoumoro is spending tho winter in tho 
Liard country in order to bo on hand for 
thorough exploration of that section of the 
terra incognita when tho season opens. 
Botwoon thu Peace and Linrd rivers tho 
climate is not so rigorous und forbidding 
as in the Yuknn 
Tho country ie densely 


wooded. 
There is n superabundance of 


timber for fuel and for building purposes. 
Unmc, liirgu and smnll, is plentiful. 
For 


naturalist,, sportsman and prospector no 
part ot Uui unxoploicd world offers moro 
attractive pn/ca.—Kuw York Sun.

JL Murderer Pined 85 and the Costa — A 


Marriage Contract With a Time Limit. 
Kindness to a Poor Boy—A Queer Breach 
of Promise Suit. 


Among tho wild, weird and wonderful 


tilings to be found in tho southwest are 
tho decisions sometimes made by Mexican 
justices of the peace. Most of the justices 
in this territory are Meiioans. A few of 
them are men of sufficient intelligence and 
education to know something about the 
first principles of law, but most of them 
tire very meagerly equipped. 


One such administrator of tha law hold- 


ing office in northern New Mexico decided 
that it was his duty to try a man who had 
been charged with murder. Accordingly 
he impaneled a jury of six persons and 
tried the case. The jury found tho man 
guilty, and the justice at once ordered tho 
prisoner to stand up for sentence. He de- 
livered a long lecture to the murderer up- 
on tho heinousness of his crime and warned 
him ne^er to sppear in his court again up- 
on such o charge. Then he impressively 
pronounced sentence—15 and costs—and 
dismissed the court, his face beaming with 
pride and satisfaction over his oratorical 
effort. 


Before another Mexican justice of tho 


peace who dispensed his ideas of law in 
southern New Mexico there came a Mexi- 
can man and maid to be tied in wedlock. 
The judge looked them over critically and 
apparently had doubts about the compati- 
bility of their tempers, for he put a time 
limit upon the combination, and as he 
pronounced the words that made them 
man and wife he addpd with emphasis, 
"for the space of two }->.-sonly." As they 
went away he told them if they were dis- 
satisfied with their venture before that 
timo to oome back and he wuulu divorce 
them for the same fee. 


Still another, who won his fame in 


Texas, tried a man for some petty offense, 
found him guilty and fined him $5 and 
costs. But this was too much for the pris- 
oner at the bar, who declared that he could 
not pay the fine; that he had not so much 
money in the world. 
Tho justice looked 


him over with fine, large, Texan contempt 
for any one so ornery, shrugged his shoul- 
ders and turned to the marshal with the 
nonchalant alternative: 


"Very well. Then take him out on the 


mesa and shoot him." 


One venerable disciple of the law, who 


for a long time has balanced the scales of 
justice in the town of Las Cruces, is fa- 
mous through all that region for his re- 
markable decisions. Before him a Mexi- 
can boy, through his father, sued an Amer- 
ican rancher for $60 which he claimed as 
the wages due for three months' work. 
Between a Mexican and an American any 
Mexican justice can'always see that the 
right is plainly on tho side of the suitor of 
his own nationality, and no matter what 
the e\iilence"~iie can usuallyfind someway 
of making his decision express his sympa- 
thy. In this case the defendant proved 
that the boy had been hired to do chores 
for his board and that it had been express- 
ly stipulated that he was not to receive 
money payment. The justice considered 
the case.with frowning brows and laboring 
brains for some time. Then he announced 
that the plaintiff had failed to prove his 
case. 


"But," he added, "the boy is a poor boy, 


and it would be a shame if he did not get 
something out of his suit. He is entitled 
to something, and I hereby award him the 
defendant's black mare that is tied in front 
of the door." 


The same justice had to decide a unique 


breach of promise suit. Among the Mex- 
icans it is the 'universal custom for tho 
bridegroom to defray all the expenses of 
tho wedding. Ho must furnish the bride's 
trousseau and all the housekeeping equip- 
ment, and he must pay for the wedding 
feast and all the native wine that the 
guests can drink. He may be so poor that 
he will have to live with his wife's parents 
afterward, but he must not think of matri- 
mony until he has money .enough to pay 
for the whole affair, from the first article 
in his bride's trousseau to tho photograph 
in their wedding garments, which they in- 
variably have taken after the feast is over. 
A Mexican bridegroom would no more ex- 
pect his bride to pay for her wedding 
clothes than an American lover would ex- 
pect his bride to pay for the license. 


An elderly Mexican in the town of Las 


Cruces, whoso heart was as warm as his 
head was white, had gained the promise 
of a pretty young senorita, and together 
they went to tho store to buy her trous- 
seau. From under her long black lashes 
she flashed her black eyes at him with 
such effect that ho opened w ide his purse 
and bought hor all tho pretty clothes sho 
wanted. And the senorita took advantage 
of the occasion to want pretty much ev- 
erything sho saw. As soon as sho had got 
tho pretty things safely stowed away at 
homo she jihed her elderly lover and 
would not oven allow him to como to her 
house. 
While clad in the drosses he had 


paid for she would sail past him in the 
htiuot with her head in the air and give 
him not tho least notice. That was too 
much for a hot hearted but cool headed 
lover to stand, and he brought suit for 
breach of promise, asking damages to tha 
amount of the value of the trousbcau. 
It 


cniuo out on the trial that tho elderly lov- 
er had borrowed the, money with which he 
had bought the wedding finery. Then the 
justice deckled in the girl's favor on the 
ground that the things did not belong to 
tho man because they had not boon bought 
with his own money. 


Many of these Mexican justices cannot 


speak English. But that is not so much 
of a disqualification an it might appear, 
for tho territorial law commands all court 
proceedings to bo carried on in both Eng- 
lish and Spanish. Every New Mexican 
nourt has its official interpreter, and every 
word spoken in cither language by judge, 
lawyers or witnesses is translated aloud 
Into the other tongue.—Cor. Philadelphia 
Times.

been discovered. If there is one thing 
which more ihan another is hammered in- 
to the nurse's head when she is taking her 
hospital course, it is not to leave the pa- 
tient at such a time. At the lectures the 
doctors often ask, insinuatingly: 'Xow, 
Miss So-and-ao, what would be your first 
step in case your patient developed a 
hemorrhage? 
You'd go for the dootor, 


wouldn't you?' 


"Kine times out of ten the nurse will 


say 'Yes.' Then, with a shade of sarcasm, 
the lecturer would say something like this: 
'Ah! 'Very true, Miss So-and-so, your first 
step then would bo sure to be a misstep. 
You, however, are undergoing training 
here BO as to learn what to do yourself to 
try to check the hemorrhage. 
In the 


meantime, if you want to open up your 
lungs and yell for the doctor it certainly 
would be very commendable in you. Yell 
fire if you think that would bring the oth- 
er people in the house quicker.' 


"In the hospital where I was brought 


up a delirium trernens patient once eluded 
the nurses and jumped out of a third story 
window, breaking his back. The dreadful 
papers got hold ol it and mafie an awful 
mess of it. At another time an insane 
patient, who really ought not to'have been 
there, got away. She was fairly quiet 
when the ambulance brought her in, but 
all the nurses in the ward were warned 
time and again not to leave her. One of 
the nuwes was ' Little Miss West, as we 
called her. We used to say her eyes were 
the biggest part of her. She was measuring 
out medicine, with her back turned to the 
ward.

The Sun Dance of the Blackfeet. 


The most important sacred festival of 


tho Blackfeet Indians of the Alborta terri- 
tory, Canada, is the sun dance. It is usu- 
ally instituted by a woman who has oome 
out of some trial and is generally held in 
July and lasts seven days. The fuel of the 
sacred flre is supplied exclusively by young 
men who have performed some valorous 
deed, such as stealing horses. At such a 
ceremony, described by n writer, "a young 
man who had been successful in horse 
stealing came up to offer himself as a sacri- 
fice to the gods. An old medicine woman 
cut off one of his fingers, held it np to the 
sun and dedicated it to him. 
One young 


' man presented himself for admission to 


the band of warriors. He stretched him- 


\ self on a blanket on the ground while four 
| men held him and a fifth made incisions 


I in his breast and back. 
Wooden skewers 


' were then inserted in the breast incisions 


and connected by areJpe to the sacred pole. 
The young man climbed this polo, and 
while his face was exceedingly pale and his 
frame trembling with emotion, threw his 
arms about the pole and prayed for strength 
to pass through the trying ordeal. His 
prayer ended, be placed a small bone whis- 
tle in his mouth and blew continuously 
upon it a series of short, sharp sounds 
while he swayed backward and forward 
until tho flesh gave way and he fell, amid 
the applause of the people. As ho lay upon 
tho ground the operators examined his 
wounds, aiiu cut away the ragged edges of 
flesh and tho ceremony of the sun dance 
was at an end."—Exchange.

Voracious Appetites That Crave Sheila and 


Rocks—A Lucky Fisherman Finds a La- 
dy's Wedding Ring — Taking In Stonei 
For Ballast. 


Thero was printed recently a dispatch 


from Essex, Conn., tellingof the finding of 
a watch in the stomach of a codfish. That 
incident illustrates the voracity of tho cod- 
fish, and many stories of the same kind aro 
related in "The Fisheries and Fishery In- 
dustries of the United States." 


"Codfish feed upon all marine animals 


smaller than themselves which aro found 
in the same waters with them and aro di- 
geatiblo," says the writer. 
:'It would 


Beera useless to give a catalogue of the spe- 
cies which have been discovered in their 
stomachs. For a long period of years, bo- 
fore our naturalists learned to use the 
hand dredge, a favorite place in which to 
search for the rare invertebrates of tho 
deep water was tho £sh dealer's store, and 
from the stomachs of codfish scores of 
shells new to science have been taken. 
Since the introduction of impro\ed meth- 
ods of deep sea research this mode of col- 
lecting has been somewhat less prosperous, 
but even at the present time many im- 
portant additions to zoology are yearly 
made by the aid of this omnivorous ani- 
mal. 


"Codfish swallow bivalve shells of the 


largest size, like the great sea clams, which 
are a favorite article of food on certain 
portions of the coast. For instance, in Ips- 
wich bay great beds of empty shells of the 
sea clam, Mactra ovalis, may be found 
upon the bottom. These shells are'nested,' 
the smaller inside of the larger, sometimes 
sis or seven in a set, having been packed 
together in this compact manner in the 
stomachs of the codfish after the soft parts 
have been digested out. Some of them 
had shreds of the mussels remaining in 
them and were quite fresh, having evi- 
dently been but recently ejected by the 
fish. In Dana's 'Geology' are mentioned 
great banks of dead shells off the island of 
Grand Manan, which doubtless originated 
in the same manner. Mr. W. H. Dall 
found some similar bed? on the coast of 
Alaska which he attributed to the walrus, 
but which are more probably the remains 
of mollusks eaten by the codfish. 


"They feed also upon crabs of all kinds, 


lobsters and starfish, and have been seen at 
the surface catching the potato beetles and 
June bugs which have drifted out from the 
shore. It is said that they succeed occa- 
sionally in capturing a duck. The Glou- 
cester Telegraph of May 6, 1857, reports 
the Vineyard Gazette as chronicling the 
fact that one James Osborne took a codfish 
at the south side, which weighed over 60 
pounds. 
On dressing it two full grown 


ducks (old squaws) were found in its en- 
trails. 
They were quite fresh, having 


most of their feathers on. 
Codfish vary 


their diet by browsing upon carrageen, or 
Irish moss, which grows on the ledges 
near the shore. In searching at the bottom 
for shells and worms, codfish often pick up 
objects which can* hardly be regarded as 
nutritious. A very amusing catalogue of 
such objects might be included in this 
chapter in which would be enumerated ar- 
ticles such as scissors, brass oil cans, pota- 
to parings, corncobs and the head of a rub- 
ber doll. 
The finding of finger rings and 


fragments of oil clothing and the heel of a 
boot inside of a largo codfish has suggested 
the idea that sometimes they swallow the 
fishermen. . 


"A wedding ring which belonged to 


Pauline Burnam, an English lady who was 
lost in the steamship Anglo-Saxon, wreck- 
ed off Chance cove, Newfoundland, in 
1861, was recently restored to her relatives 
by a St. John's fisherman, who found the 
ring in the entrails of a codfish. The lucky 
fisherman-received a present of £50 for re- 
storing the highly prized memento to the 
lady's son. (Boston Journal, July 6,1871.) 


"Stones of considerable size are often 


found in their stomachs, and fishermen 
have a theory that this a sign of en ap- 
proaching storm and that tho fish thus 
take in ballast to enable them to remain 
at the bottom when the waters are trou- 
bled. It is more likely that these stones 
are swallowed on account of sea anemones 
or other edible substances which may 
be attached to them, in just the same man- 
ner that the shells of mollusks are taken 
in for tbe sake of the nutritious parts 
which they contain. 
"It is believed that certain shoals of cod- 


fish feed almost entirely at the bottom, 
while others prey upon fish. The fisher- 
men claim to be able to distinguish these 
two classes by their general appearance, 
tho first being heavier, with shorter heads, 
blunter noses and smaller fins, and fre- 
quently known as grubbers or ground 
keepers, while fish belonging to what are 
known as tho squid school, the herring 
school and the lant school, which areprob- 
l 
ably tho same fish at different seasons of 
the year, aro brighter eyed, slenderer in ' 
form, with sharper head and in every way 
better adapted for swift locomotion. On 
tho coast of Labrador, as well as in Scan- 
dinavia, codfish follow the schools of 
spawning cnpelin in to the shore and prey 
greedily upon them, and elsewhere at other 
seasons thoy feed with no less voracity 
upon other species of fish which may bo 
schooling, and of which they destroy vast 
numbers, such as mackerel, menhaden, 
herring, alewife, salmon, sculpin, floun- 
ders, cunners and haddock. 


"On the Grand banks, especially in 


shallow water about the Virgin rocks, I 
have been told that they follow the lant to 
the surface, pursuing them with great 
fierceness. Along our northern coasts they 
replace to eome extent tho voracious blue- 
fish and bonlto of the south. Captain At- 
wood remarks that the amount of food 
which thoy consume is enormous, when 
tho size of the fish is taken into account. 
Ho hns seen them on tbe coast of Labrador, 
where the capelin wero in great numbers, 
with their stomachs filled to tho greatest 
possible 
extent and capeliu in their 


mouths which they were unable to swal- 
low for want of room, and iu this condi- 
tion they were still biting at the hook. 
They oven feed upon the young of their 
own kind. 
Thoy are said to feed Inrgply 


upon herring spawn, though they are not 
seen in great numbers about tho spawning 
grounds until tho schools of parent Jish 
have departed. Tho herring, also, is n fa- 
vorite article of food, and when these fish 
approach the shores or nro seen on tho 
banks it is a very good sign that cod will 
Boon bo abundant. Mr. Earll remarks: 
" 'I am told that in the spring of 1879 


an immense school of herring moved close- 
ly aoto-s George's bunk, and that with 
them "a;no tho largest shoal of cod that 
lias been scon in that locality for a long 
time. The cod remained constantly among 
the herring, so that when tho latter had 
passed the fishing fleet tho vessels wcro 
obliged to weigh anchor and follow them 
in order to secure the cod.' "•... -.:—^s

Th» Cost of Some of the Famous New 


York Cages. 


It cost the taxpayers about f 16,000 to 


convicc Carlyle Harris of the murder by 
poison of his yount; wife, and for the de- 
fense of that ingenious youth his mother 
paid $15,000 more in special foes and re- 
tainers. FJJO thousand dollars of this sum 
wont to Jcffin A. Taylor, the junior coun- 
sel. William Travers Jerome led for tho 
defense, but the amount of his fee has 
never yet boon approximately estimated. 


No official estimate of the cost of tho 


trial of Kobert W. Buchanan for tho poi- 
soning of the old woumn whom he married , 
has ever been Jnado public. The case occu- 
pied seven full weeks, and at tho close 
counsel on both sides figured the cost of j 
the prosecution, including tho heavy fees i 
of such experts as Looinis, Doromus and ' 
others at §20,600. As Buchanan paid over 
tho entire $25,000 which ho received by tho 
death of his wife in tho vain effort to save 
himself from tho death penalty his c.iso 
could not have involved less than ?45,000 
in expenses. 


The two trials of Dr. Meyer, the poifon- 


er, are said, on good authority, to have 
cost tho county ?3o,OOU. Just what he paid 
Charles W. Brooke for his defense haa 
never been known. His resources we'o 
probably exhausted by the first trial—cut 
short by the insanity of a juror—for in tho 
second hearing counsel for tho defense ap- 
plied to tho court for tho statutory allow- 
ance of $51)0. 


Tho determination of the police and the 


district attorney's office to convict JMrs. 
Mary Alice Fleming at any cost of tho 
murder of her mother involved the county 
in ;. loss of &^(>,UOO, of which §3,000 went; 
to tho jury and talesmen, §10,100 to tho 
exports, $:>,500 to the attorneys and tho 
remainder in general expenses.

pened together tho other night, and, as is 
often the case, they began to quiz and jolly 
each other about the respective value of 
the cavalry and artillery during tho im- 
portant engagements of the war. Colonel 
William Laughlin was a cavalryman for 
four years, and he naturally has a tender 
spot for the value of his department of the 
great army. The colonel listened for a bit 
until tho opposition got in the height of 
their argument, when he quietly pulled 
the following letter on them, which was 
written by General Bobert E. Leo to Gen- 
eral Wade Hampton, a copy of which Gen- 
eral Hampton had sent to Colonel Laugh- 
lin: 


NEAH CAKTEHSVTLLE, Aug. 15, 1865. 


MY DEAR GENERAL—I was very much grati- 


fied yesterday at the reception of your letter 
of the 5th ult. I have been very anxious con- 
cerning you and could obtain no satisfactory 
information. You cannot regret as much as I 
did that you wero not with us at our final 
struggle. The absence of the troops which I 
had sent to North and South Carolina was. 1 
believe, the immediate cause of our disaster 
Our small force of cavalry (a large portion of 
the men who had been sent to the interior to 
winter their horses had not rejoined their reg- 
iments) was unable to resist the united Federal 
cavalry under Sheridan, which obliged me to 
detach Pickett'a division to Fitz Lee's support, 
weakening my main line, and yet not accom 
plishing my purpose. If you had been there 
with all of our cavalry, the result at Five 
Forks would have been different. * * * T^hac 
evary happiness may attend you and yours is 
the sincere wish of your friend,

sickness, he said. It could be reli-vod and 
even prevented in persons who woro not of 
a squeamish disposition. Persons of differ- 
ent temperament required different treat- 
ment. What was good for a bilious pa- 
tieiit might not be good for ono who was 
not bilious. Acid and effervescent drinks 
wero remedial, and a bandage on the ab- 
domen also helped. But the surgeon final- 
ly said the time was near when there 
would be BO seasickness, when the 800 
foot ship, with lots of beam and deep bilgo 
keels, would make voyaging in the most 
tumultuous weather almost as comfortable 
as staying on shore in your parlor.—liew '

Proper Treatment of Frozen Plants.

POXVERFUL MAGNETS. 


That Is What Professor Eiselow Calls the 


San and Eartli. 


Forty years ago scientists discussed and 


discarded tho theory that the sun and earth 
were powerful magnets, i-rofossor Frank 
n. Bigeiow, one of tbo chief meteorologists 
at the national weather bureau, .thinks 
they were too hasty in discrediting tho 
idea. He believes tho sun and earth to be 
two spherical magnets, as suggested; that 
rays issuing from a permanent magnetic 
state in tho sun's interior reach out and 
combine with the earth's magnetism; that 
an outer shell of the earth is permeated by 
those rays; that tho sun's action causes the 
magnetic changes shown, in variations of 
tho magnetic needle. Professor 3ige!ow's 
researches along this line hare been in 
progress-for several • years and are still be- 
ing carried on in the weather bureau 
building. 


All of the important magnetic observa- 


tions have furnished data from which hia 
conclusions, have been drawn. ^Needles at) 
a given moment are pointing1 in certain 
directions at the several stations. 
They 


all suddenly tilt forward. This is due to 
strengthening the external magnetic field 
surrounding tho earth. Following out his 
theory, he explains why years in which, 
auroras are most frequently seen corre- 
spond with those in which the greatest, 
number of sun spots are observed, as well 
as with the years when the greatest num- 
ber of disturbances have been detected in 
the magnetic field of the earth. 
As one 


proof of his theory Professor Bigclow uses 
the fact that the material forming the cc- 
rona of tho sun (seen during total eclipses) 
is divided into rays corresponding to tha 
magnetic lines surrounding the polos of a 
horseshoe magnet when placed beneath a, 
paper upon which iron filings aro spread. 
—Chicago Inter Ocean. 


In the American Natural Gas District.

Crude as tho rig and all its de- 
tails may seem at first glance, every part is 
soon seen to have its uso, and the journej 
of the bit from thcsuifaco to the unknown 
and perhaps barren depths is always ao- 
companied by interesting and ever varying 
dovolopments. At night the measured beat 
and clatter of tho rig in tho dim light of a 
few flickering torches of gas, piped from 
some neighboring well; tho trembling der- 
rick, its lofty top.lost in tho darkness; tha 
driller carefully manipulating the temper 
screw after each stroke, controlling the biS 
at the end of a ropo perhaps half a mile be- 
low tho surface, all form a weird sight. 
Accidents aro frequent, and tho slightest 
carelessness may result in dropping th» 
tools, the recovery of which requires pa- 
tience and often great ingenuity.—Hosen 
Webster in Cassier's Magazine.

Kinging Hogg. 


Two correspondents of The National 


Stockman give their methods for ring- 
ing hogs. Both seem very cheap and 
handy. 


The first one described is that of Mr. 


George W: Pottorf. who says: 


I have a catcher for use in ringing 


hogs that works to perfection, as the 
largest hog can be held with one hand 
and ringed with the other. Take a com- 
mon broom handle, bore a small hole in 
one end, take a strong whipcord about 
14 inches long and pass through hole 
and tie. That forms a noose. When you 
slop your hogs, take hold of the handle 
and hook this noose in the mouth, up- 
per jaw, then twist the handle, form- 
ing a hitch around the nose. You can 
hold the handle with one hand and ring 
with the other. It is the nicest arrange- 
ment I $rer saw. 


Tho second device is described by Mr. 


E. D. Hale, who sends also a diagram 
of his convenient arrangement: ,

Now I come to the only practical 


way I know of for making a decent 
barnyard—that is, to pave it with cob- 
blestones when they can be had with- 
out too much trouble. The stones 
should be, we will say, about six inch- 
es in thickness. They should be laid 
with a great deal of care and the inter- 
stices filled with sand. 
The stones 


should bo pounded down solid, even 
and smooth as may be with a heavy 
wooden maul. Such a pavement will 
i o&fc something, it is true, but if put in 
right it is there to stay for all time. 
Tho manure can be cleaned off, as often 
us necessary, any time in the summer, 
i nd then there can be no mud tramped 
up. 


It will take about fire loads of stone 


,;nd sand for each square rod of surface. 
A yard, five rods square, will take 125 
loads and take a man two weeks to lay 
it good. In places where stone cannot 
be had the next best thing to do is to 
make a plank floor over the entire yard. 
—C. P. Goodrich in Hoard's Dairyman.

Cuban Question on the Streets, 


Discussion of local questions on the

S. (Jhapin of the Westfield normal 
school, who emphasized the importance 
of training in the use of good English- 
lie criticised the present "composition," 
and urged something better in its place. 


Supervisor G. H. Martin of Boston 


spoke 011 "Tbo Unseen Force in Charade* 
Building." lie mentioned the forces 
which are at work outside the echoo1 
room and their importance. Charles R. 
Skinner of New York made the last, ad- 
dress, on "The Mission of the Teacher," 
in which he gave the teachers present a 
statement of the ideals for which a 
teacher should strive.

Tributes to Congressman Wright, 


The memory of Ashley B. Wright was 


further honored in Washington Friday by 
the Senate, which gave the'afternoon to 
eulogies. These were presented by Sena- 
tors Hoar; Lodge, Morgan and Hawley. 
Senator Hoar offered the memorial reso- 
lutions without early notice to the New 
England members of the House, but Rep- 
resentative Lawrence was present, and 
Mr.Fitzgerald represented the democratic 
side. 


Senator Hoar's eulogy of Mr. Wright 


was a beautiful piece of word painting. 
He began by reference to the glory and 
solidity of the Berkshire hills, among 
which Mr. Wright was born, and com- 
pared their strength to the strong fiber of 
the man who grew up among them. He 
then went on to sketch Mr. Wright's rise 
ia the confidence of his fellow-townsmen, 
his service in the legislature, and finally 
his choice as the people's representative 
in the halls of the national legislature. A 
large part ot his life, the senator pointed 
out, had been given in loyal public ser- 
vice, three years as county commissioner, 
two years in- the executive council, often 
a member of the board of selectmen of 
his town, and finally a member of con- 
gress, where death found him and struck 
Jritn down. 


Senator Morgan of Alabama gave an 


address of general character. Senator 
Hawley paid a high tribute to Mr. 
Wright, speaking of him as one "of the 
type of men who do honor to American 
manhood and the power of American in- 
stitutions." Senator LoclgB delivered a 
strong address, reviewing Mr. Wright's 
life and work.
